an optional Bidders Conference on May 21 at 10:00 am at 
the Marion Town House. Developers are being encour- 
aged to review all of the RFP materials and to submit any 
questions that they have regarding the project in writing 
to Marion Housing Trust coordinator Debbie Paiva at the 
Marion Town House by May 9. Proposals from develop- 
ers will be accepted until June 12, 2008. 

While there has been much conjecture involved 
with the Little Neck Village Project, Chairman Reg Foster 
said, "There is nothing etched in stone at this point. Right 
now we are open to any and all ideas.'' Saturday's visit 
gave the dozen or so developers who attended the meet- 
ing a chance to see, up-close, the site and all of the chal- 
lenges, advantages and limitations that will be involved 
with the proposed tripling of the project's housing 
capacity.

the banquet that accompanied it were the culmination 
of many long months of work and preparation by the 
school's Athletic Director Mathew Trahan and the recent- 
ly-formed Hall of Fame Committee. 

Hidden among the pines on the edge of Snipatuit 
Pond, Old Colony has a long and storied history of suc- 
cess in both the classroom and on the sports field. It was 
this rich tradition, which includes nearly 50 champion- 
ship teams, which Cougar AD Mathew Trahan sought to 
honor when he first conceived of the idea of a Sports Hall 
of Fame.

The inaugural 2008 class featured student-athletes 
who played during Old Colony's formative years. The 
players were among the first at the school to win champi- 
onships, make all-star teams and receive local, state and

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, May 6 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Roger Blanch- 
ette. Also present were Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Select- 
man Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
and Secretary Helene Graver. 

The board first met with Police Chief Lincoln

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover. Other insect repellents containing DEET may 
not be safe on your dog. Use them very sparingly, as on the 
ears only.

"I don't think this is going to be a problem/' 
Mr. Zora said. "They are going to be in a very small area 
with a small crew. If they need to mobilize they can or, if 
needed, shut down for a day. It's going to help move the 
project along faster." 

Mr. Zora added they plan to begin on South 
Street to make sure the work didn't interfere with any 
summer events at the Beverly Yacht Club. "Any conges- 
tion in the center (of town) won't happen," he said. 

"I just feel we made a promise to the businesses 
that we wouldn't disrupt them during the busy (summer) 
season," Selectman Henry countered. 

"I, for one, thinks it makes sense," Selectman 
Jeffrey said. "They've worked hard to keep disruptions 
to a minimum. As long as you're not going into July and 
August and working on any main road, I don't have a 
problem with it." 

The board thereby gave their approval to extend 
work past the Memorial Day holiday as requested. 

The board then received a request for an abate- 
ment of a $2,205.88 water bill from Holly Fern of Point 
Road. "You can see that the Water Department had calcu- 
lated the previous five bills prior to the town's water rate 
increase," Mr. Dawson said. "I understand there is a hard- 
ship here, but the meter was checked out and appears to 
be accurate." 

There was a second water abatement request 
from Douglas and Elizabeth Leatham of Riverview Lane 
for a bill in the amount of $2,618.59. According to Mr. 
Dawson, it was suggested by the Leathams that air infil- 
trated the system somehow and caused inaccurate water 
meter readings. DPW Superintendent Rob Zora said he 
hadn't experienced such a problem before and he had no 
idea how air could have gotten into a pressurized system.

"That amount of air did not come from us and I don't 
know how it got into the system/' he said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to deny 
both abatement requests. 

The board also: 

• Granted permission to Bristol-County Plymouth 
Company of Marion to use a portion of the Silvershell 
Beach parking area as a staging area to shuttle materials 
via helicopter for a project on Ram Island during the week 
of May 12-17. "Obviously this is an unusual request/' Mr. 
Dawson said. "They did contact the DPW, Police and Fire 
Departments and, essentially, all are okay with it. They 
envision this to take one day, possible a day and a half." 

"The only issue I have is refueling the helicopter 
(at the site)," Selectman Jeffrey said. 

"They're going to use a certified company that re- 
fuels helicopters," DPW Superintendent Rob Zora noted, 
adding that someone from the Marion Fire Department 
will also be onsite to monitor. 

• Noted the Town of Carver didn't feel their 
residents would be of interest to help offset costs for addi- 
tional hours at the Marion Transfer Station. Likewise, Mr. 
Dawson reported that the Town of Wareham is experienc- 
ing similar budget constraints and couldn't contribute 
additional money either. 

The Selectmen then revisited the proposal to ex- 
pand hours at the town's Transfer Station, possibly charge 
for residential privilege stickers, and establish a policy

on the use of town-owned dumpsters as per their recent 
discussion on these topics. 

As for the hours at the Transfer Station, Mr. Zora 
suggested opening for a few hours on Sunday and maybe 
closing one other day during the week. 

"People now are being forced to work six days a 
week, so Sunday is an important day," Mr. Zora said. 'T 
think it's just a matter of readjusting hours and not add- 
ing hours (to the week)." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to re- 
quest the Marion-Carver- Wareham Regional Refuse Dis- 
trict to open the Transfer Station on Sundays and shuffle 
hours from one of the weekdays. They also agreed to send 
a letter to the other two members towns asking for their 
support in this change. 

As for the town-owned dumpsters. Chairman 
Blanchette suggested they be locked and signs be posted 
clearly stating that violators using these dumpsters for 
household trash will be fined $100 for the first offense, 
$200 for the second offense, and $300 for the third of- 
fense. "Many of the smaller contractors working in town

drop off their excess waste and trash at these dumpsters 
on their way out of town/' he said. "These dumpsters 
are being emptied three and four times a week ... at our 
expense.'' 

"Who is going to enforce this?" Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "If we're going to pass this, we have to take those 
measures." 

"My feeling is we need to do something because 
it's getting out of hand," Chairman Blanchette said. 

"I think you're creating an unenforceable problem 
for the Police Department," Selectman Henry said. 

"There will always be abuses of any town regula- 
tion," Mr. Dawson said. "But Fve lived and worked in 
communities where they've wrestled with these issues 
and it takes time but it can be done." 

The board also unanimously voted to eliminate 
the emptying of commercial dumpsters by the Marion 
DPW and also voted to restrict curbside pickup of trash 
within town to residential properties only, both effective 
Julyl. 

Finally, as to residential privilege stickers, the 
Marion Finance Committee (FinCom) had previously 
recommended charging residents $25 for these stickers to 
access the beach, town parking, and the transfer station, 
but Selectman Henry felt the fee was a bit high. He sug- 
gested either $5 or $10 to start. 

"I do agree that $25 to start from zero is a bit 
high," Selectman Jeffrey said.

Mr. Dawson noted having received several e- 
mails from residents — most of whom supported having 
a single residential sticker — but the ideas varied as to 
what the fee should be and whether or not there should 
be separate stickers issued to residents and non-residents. 

The board then unanimously voted to begin 
charging $10 for residential privilege stickers and $35 for 
non-residential/ guest privilege stickers, both effective 
July 1, 2008. Chief Miller noted that resident stickers had 
previously been issued on January 1 of this year, so those 
who already have them will not be obligated to pay the 
new fees.

Marion Police Station project has come in at $3.8 million. 
With the current economic climate, he's hoping that actual 
bids may come in below that amount as evidenced in the 
recent Harwich Police Station project which came in about 
$1 million below estimates. 

The board then read a letter of support from 
FinCom Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp endorsing the pro- 
posed $3.8 million Police Station project. Although that 
cost is $400,000 more that what was proposed in 2006, it 
represents a "bare bones'' concept and a greatly reduced 
facility which is what residents called for when it received 
a tie vote and was previously defeated in an override elec- 
tion. 

According to Dr. Kemp's letter, at the town's cur- 
rent 4.5 percent interest rate, the new Police Station would 
cost about 20 cents per $1,000 of valuation or about $96 
per year for the median Marion home valued at $469,600. 

"The long-term reality is that the police station 
will have to be replaced — sooner rather than later," Dr. 
Kemp wrote. "Delaying the decision will result in a more 
expensive solution and ultimately a larger tax increase. 
For many it may seem desirable to continue and procras- 
tinate because of the current economic troubles. However, 
(the FinCom) believes that approving the police station 
now is prudent and a financially sound decision to rem- 
edy this long-delayed infrastructure problem." 

"I really think the Police Station Building Com- 
mittee has been very mindful of the criticisms, but really 
it's just a common municipal building without all the 
frills," Selectman Henry said. 

Mr. Dawson also advised the Board of Selectmen 
will be meeting on the following upcoming dates: May 19 
and 20 (Town Meeting); May 27; June 10; and June 24. 

Lastly, this being his final Selectmen's meeting, 
Mr. Jeffrey wished to offer a parting statement. 

"Probably what I'm going to take away with me 
the most is the people who serve in this town — we are 
very lucky to have them," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I just 
want to thank the Town of Marion for allowing me to 
serve you for the last six years." 

There being no further matters to come before 
the board in Open Session, they unanimously voted to go

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

May 5, 2008

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, May 5 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were Se- 
lectman Brad Morse, Selectman Dan A. McGaffey, Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first continued the Dog Hearing 
from April 28 upon a complaint against a dog known as 
"Spirit'' owned by Lorne and Anne Estabrook. The hear- 
ing was continued at the request of the Estabrooks as their 
attorney was not available to attend. 

Selectman Morse recused himself as he is a direct 
abutter to the Estabrooks. 

According to Chairman Nunes, a complaint was 
filed with the Rochester Police Department on April 16 
by Yvette Vipon of Walnut Plain Road claiming her small 
dog, Bebe, had been attacked by Spirit. In a statement she 
filed with the Police Department, Ms. Vipon noted that 
Spirit was with Mr. Estabrook's daughter and was unre- 
strained and not on a leash at the time of the incident. 

"For the last two years (their dog) has been free, 
walking around," Ms. Vipon said. "I just want peace on

my land. If they had followed the (restraining) order, this 
wouldn't have happened/' 

"Ninety-five percent of the time the dog is on the 
approved run/' said Attorney Robert Perry, legal counsel 
for the Estabrooks. "Their daughter has been walking the 
dog (during the) day. It has an electronic collar ... and it 
was the Estabrook's understanding that the dog is always 
on a leash. I guess at some point (their daughter) takes the 
leash off. Whatever happened should not have happened, 
and we agree with that. We've made it very clear what 
needs to be done. There should not be another incident 
like this." 

In a previous decision rendered by the Board of 
Selectmen in December 2006, the Estabrooks were ordered 
to keep Spirit confined and restrained on their property 
and not be "solely reliant on any wireless electronic con- 
tainment system." The order also stipulated that any fur- 
ther failure to confine and restrain the dog would result in 
the dog being permanently removed from the limits of the 
Town of Rochester and any documented incident where 
the dog attacked a person or another domestic animal 
would result in the dog being put down. 

A previous restraining order against the same 
dog was issued by former Town Administrator James 
Huntoon in April of 2005. 

"Obviously, both orders haven't been followed," 
Chairman Nunes said. "And now we come here with a 
third reported incident. The dog was supposed to be on

a leash or on a line or in a cage. The electronic devices 
didn't work/' 

"One thing is clear: that the letter of the agree- 
ment that the Estabrooks signed has not been met/' Se- 
lectman McGaffey agreed. "The dog clearly was loose and 
was not restrained." 

"In order to avoid having the dog put down, is 
there a way to have the dog removed from the property?" 
Chairman Nunes asked the Estabrooks. 

They said no. 

"It seems to me as long as Spirit is in the neigh- 
borhood, the neighbors are not going to feel comfortable 
with their small dogs," Selectman McGaffey added. 

"At this point, I think the dog needs to be re- 
moved," Chairman Nunes said upon closing the hear- 
ing. "I'm going to make a motion that the dog Spirit be 
removed from the Town of Rochester." 

The motion was seconded by Selectman Mc- 
Gaffey and thereby passed unanimously by the board. 
Upon Attorney Perry's request, the board agreed to sub- 
mit a copy of their decision to him in writing. 

The board next approved the minutes of the April 
28 meeting, then signed and approved the 14 Flammable 
Fluid Permit Renewals for 2008. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera noted a warrant review for the upcoming June 
2 Annual Town Meeting will take place on Wednesday, 
May 14 at 7:30 pm in the Town Hall. Copies of the war- 
rant are now available in the Town Hall, the Council on 
Aging (COA), the Plumb Memorial Library, and online at 
www.townofrochestermass.com. 

Mr. LaCamera also noted there has been a re- 
quest to run a Motorcycle Fundraiser to benefit wounded 
veterans in Rochester in June which has been forward to 
the Police Chief for his approval. The board agreed to ap- 
prove the event with the Chief's blessing.

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Movie Review 



Heavy Metal

Iron Man, Starring Robert Downey Jr. and Jeff Bridges. 
Directed by Jon Favreau. Running time: 122 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The summer-movie season kicks into high gear with Iron Man, the latest 
expensive blockbuster based on a comic-book superhero. The fan press has 
given it a warm embrace and tongue kisses, and they're not the only ones; 
as I type this, Iron Man enjoys a 94 percent fresh rating at Rotten Tomatoes 
and has been voted #159 in the Top 250 movies by users of the Internet 
Movie Database. It's supposed to be fun, and it is, in spots. But for all its 
fizz and pizzazz, it left me in a terrible mood. The film glorifies the wit and 
lifestyle of an unrepentant war profiteer — Tony Stark (Robert Downey Jr.), 
a brilliant inventor of "smart" missiles — then attends dutifully to his moral 
re-awakening, yet still says that superior firepower gets the dirty job done. 

Downey has gotten his share of the praise, and he deserves it. His Stark 
is the tech wonk as rock star, swanning around important functions with 
scotch in hand and women on his radar. (They can't resist him.) Downey 
has fast, supple interplay with formidable actors like Terrence Howard (as 
Jim Rhodes, an Air Force lieutenant colonel who follows Stark around like 
a puppy) and Jeff Bridges (as Stark's duplicitous business partner Obadiah 
Stane — subtle name). But once Stark and Stane lock themselves into their 
respective combat armor, so do Downey and Bridges. These two protean ac- 
tors become Iron Man and Iron Monger, bashing each other through buses, 
and poor Bridges has to deliver lines like "Nothing's going to get in my way! 
Least of all you!" 

Iron Man works best when it snarks at Stark and his technology fetish 
— the sequence dealing with Stark's first shaky attempts at flight with his 
hand ana foot repulsors, while an oversolicitous robot stands by waiting 
to douse him with a fire extinguisher, is reliably crowd-pleasing. But this 
hero's origin has its roots in grim current events (much like the initial Iron 
Man outing in 1963, wherein Stark's armor was forged in Vietnam). At the 
start. Stark is in Afghanistan, blithely showing off his new Jericho missile 
to the assembled American military. He gets captured by the usual gang of 
swarthy mountain-dwelling guerrillas, and he gets videotaped in a scene 
carrying unwelcome reminders of Daniel Pearl and Nick Berg. With the help 
of a sympathetic co-captive. Stark builds a rudimentary Iron Man suit and 




blasts and burns his way free. 

Upon his return, a changed Stark exclaims "I saw Americans die." He 
doesn't say anything about the men who died at his hands — being forced 
to use his own destructive technology, being forced to become a killer and 
to see the dead close-up, is not something the movie has time to explore. 
Iron Man is as thoughtless as it is weightless. Director Jon Favreau and his 
four credited writers are too wowed by the high-tech bang to question the 
morality of making and selling weapons — the problem is that they wind up 
in the wrong hands because of corrupt businessmen, and if you d.rop those 
businessmen through a roof from several thousand feet up, that problem's 
solved. All of this is inherent in the original Cold War-era material, of course, 
but why drag it into 2008? It's a very strange time politically to insist on the 
heroism of full metal American righteousness. 

Gwyneth Paltrow hasn't been around much lately, and she still isn't 
around much here, playing Stark's smitten assistant Pepper Potts without 
the sense to take off her heels when running from peril. She and Downey 
use their quiet pockets of the film together to re-enact James Stewart and 
Barbara Bel Geddes in Vertigo — the devoted woman suppressing her love 
for the obsessive man. I enjoyed their rapport while knowing, depressed, 
that their characters would eventually be reduced to Damsel in Distress and 
Knight in Shining (Lethal) Armor. These superhero movies play better for 
me when they don't knock fine actors down to their level. In the months to 
come we'll witness Christian Bale disappearing into his cowl again. Heath 
Ledger cackling and blowing people away, and Edward Norton grimacing 
as he steps aside for CGI. That's about what happens to good actors in all 
these movies. Robert Downey Jr. smirks and winks, his helmet clangs down, 
and it could be anybody under there.

The class covers related topics such as time 
and time zones, sight planning, sextant accessories and 
offshore navigation plotting techniques, especially dead 
reckoning.

Sextant use 
is discussed during one session, but no sights actually are 
taken during the class. The emphasis is on practical use of 
celestial navigation, with plenty of pencil and paper work. 
Up to a dozen sights are reduced and plotted during the 
weekend, with numerous additional exercises using H.O. 
249 and H.O. 229 in conjunction with the Nautical Alma- 
nac. 

Students will find the Introduction to Celestial 
Navigation seminar to be a comprehensive, yet fast- 
paced, celestial navigation course. Over the past dozen 
years, alumni have navigated in Marion-Bermuda Races 
— even won on occasion! — and have made numerous 
celestial-only ocean crossings. 

A review of basic navigation concepts such as 
chart work, plotting, true to magnetic course conversion, 
DR, time/ speed/ distance, and more is recommended. For 
those who have had no previous exposure to the subject 
reading one of the following books before the seminar 
would be helpful: Celestial Navigation in a Nutshell by 
Hewitt Schlereth, The Celestial Navigation Mystery Solved 
by David Owen Bell, or Celestial Navigation in the GPS Age 
by John Karl. For sextant use and care, try The Sextant 
Handbook by Robert Bauer. 

Students should bring to class: 

• 2008 Nautical Almanac (either blue or orange 
version); 

• Volume 2 of H.O. 249; and 

• Parallel rules and dividers; or 

• Optional is volume 1 of H.O. 229.

tinue to exist; the interplay of plants and animals; and the 
effect of that influential animal, man/' 

Dr. Teal sent out early and consistent warnings 
about the negative effect human behavior was having 
upon the health of the salt marshes, the nurseries for the 
bounty of our coastal waters and offshore fisheries, and 
he continues to do so. In addition to research on coast 
wetland and ocean wildlife, he has worked on oil pol- 
lution, wastewater treatment, and restoration ecology. 
The outlook is not totally bleak as Dr. Teal is currently 
involved with constructed wetlands for wastewater 
treatment and with marsh restoration in fresh, brackish 
and salt wetlands. For the last six years, he has worked 
on a salt marsh restoration project in Delaware Bay that 
encompasses 32 square miles.
